Another item that needs the attention and 
cooperation of all out financial members is the 
coming Annual General Meeting that will be 
held on September 29 th at 1.00pm in the 
Neerlandia clubhouse. 

This meeting is the opportunity for the 
Neerlandia Committee and Neerlandia 
members to sit down and discuss the past year 
and the outlook for the future. The AGM is 
also the time that the Committee welcomes 
new Committee members. As you are maybe 
aware, it is becoming more difficult each year 
to find enthusiastic and energetic Neerlandia 
members who are interested and motivated 


enough to assist with the daily running of the 
club. As a committee member one is directly 
involved with the organisation and the well¬ 
being of the club and for those reasons alone 
Committee membership can be rewarding and 
very satisfying.

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Editorial & new members 


Dear Readers, 

This editorial is written in Coral Bay, 
some 1200 km north of Perth and 
although I have my laptop with me, I 
do not have access to some essential 
information that is on my home 
computer. 

Weeks ago I did receive some 
comments and welcome advice on 
our regular feature “Dutch History” from a well-meaning 
person in the Eastern States. I meant to reply to his e-mail, 
but his e-mail address is at home on my computer and my 
response to him will have to wait until we are back in Perth 
in September. 

Meanwhile we are loving life in Sunny Coral Bay, with it’s 
clear waters and warm weather. 

A good thing that is happening here is that the coral close 
to the shore in the Bay is making a slow but welcome 
comeback since all boating was banned from here a few 
years ago. And this is happening despite the gloomy 
forecasts about the global warming effects of permanent 
coral destruction by the doomsday brigade. 

Last weekend we went to Exmouth, 120 KM north of here 
to visit a niece that lives there and I must share some 
fishing stories with you. 

On Friday her husband Scottie took us out net-fishing in the 
inland Bay. We drove about 1/2 hour south and then turned 
on a pretty rough and sandy bush track to get to the water’s 
edge. We got there at 6.00 pm as it was low tide and we set 
up camp on the beach, the girls relaxed next to the car with 
a glass of champagne and we surveyed the Bay. 

There was a series of sand bars and strips of water for about 
1 km before the deeper water, each strip of water about 50 
metres wide. We took our 60 meter net out past the third 
sand bar and with 2 anchors put it across the water. By that 
time it was almost dark and the new moon disappeared 
below the horizon soon after. So we just had the stars of the 
Milky Way and miners head lamps to see what was going 
on. The incoming tide was supposed to reach us by 7.00 
o’clock, so we went back to the beach and enjoyed a beer, 
as the weather was still warm and pleasant. 

But by 7.00 pm there was no incoming water, the same at 8 
and at 9.00 pm. Meanwhile the wind came up and it got 
pretty cold, the girls took refuge inside the car, but we 
made several trips out to the net to ensure everything was 
alright. At 9.30 we ventured a couple of sandbars further 
out and low and behold, the water was coming in fast. It 
took another 15 minutes before the incoming tide reached 
the net, but we still had to wait till it was at least knee deep. 
Eventually that happened and when we checked the net 
there was on big fat mullet in it, which we decided to take 
back to the car. 

Now remember we put the net past the third sandbar about 
250 meters from the beach and by now the sandbars had all 
disappeared and with our tiny headlights all we saw was a 
twenty meter light patch in an ink black ocean. 

In we waded, water up to our thighs to look for one yellow 
float attached to the end of the net. 

But we managed to find it and we had quite a catch of big 
mullets. 

Once we had them untangled from the net and put in a 


floating tub we pulled op the anchors and dragged the net 
onto the beach and soon after we left to go back home. 

On the way back we got to talk about previous catches with 
the net and I was told that two weeks before there was a 6ft 
shark that got entangled in the net!!! 

A few days later it was one of those beautiful calm days and 
the water in the bay was like a mirror all afternoon. We went 
fishing in a small dingy in about 3 metres of water and the 
fish was biting very well. But most of the catch was either 
undersize or too big and we could not get them to the surface 
as they broke off the lines. 

But then we heard the almighty splash and only about 150 
metres away were two large wales that jumped side by side 
out of the water. This was followed by fins slapping on the 
water that sounded like rifle shots and they kept that up for 
about 20 minutes. 

I have seen lots of wales up here before but never a spectacle 
like that, it seemed like some kind of mating ritual. We were 
tempted to go closer but decided against that as we were 
vulnerable in a small dingy. 

This gives you some idea what life can be like up here in 
paradise. 

In Memoriam: 

From the Netherlands the said news came that Prins Friso 
had passed away after being in a coma for about 18 months 
after his skiing accident. Our sincere sympathy goes to the 
royal family. It surely has been an eventful year for them. 

At Neerlandia we lost Corrie Teeuw at the ripe old age of 
103. She had been a member from the beginning of 
Neerlandia and regularly attended the “Jeugd Van Vroeger”; 
she still celebrated her 100th birthday with them before she 
went into a Nursing Home. 

Anton Horsten (97) also joined Neerlandia when the club 
was formed in 1969 and he was a regular Klaverjas Player 
until a couple of months ago. 

Lenie Wisse (88) has also been around for ever until she 
became wheelchair bound a few years ago. 

Our sincere condolences go to all their families.

*Kaasvlinders* / *Dutch Cheese Snack* 

For the benefit of non-Dutch readers, the recipes are in 
the English language. 

1 large sheet puff pastry 
1 cup shredded sharp cheese 
legg 

Kosher salt 
Ground black pepper 

Dust the counter with a little bit of flour and thaw the 
dough. Sprinkle the puff pastry with the shredded sharp 
cheese. 

Roll each end up, toward each other. Beat the egg and 
brush the pastry dough where the rollups meet, so 
they'll stick together. 

Cover or wrap with plastic film and set in the fridge for 
about thirty minutes, while the oven heats up to 375F. 
Remove the dough and slice into half an inch pieces. 
Place each slice on its side, brush with the beaten egg 
and sprinkle with some cheese (optional). 

Season with salt and pepper (just a dusting) and place 
the butterflies in the oven. Bake for 20 minutes or until 
puffy and golden. Cool on a rack.

Training for Volunteers

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The town of Soest 




SOEST 

Soest is a Municipality and town in the Netherlands, in the province of Utrecht. 

It is situated approximately 20 km from the city of Utrecht, 7 km from Amersfoort 
and 10 km from Hilversum, with excellent train and bus service to each of these. 
The municipality of Soest has a population of over 45,000 people and is located in 
the middle of the Netherlands. Soest offers a remarkable diversity in natural beauty. 


HISTORY 

Very little is known about the early development of Soest. Still, historians have successfully ascertained that various 
groups of hunters lived in the area sometime around 11,000 B.C. Tools dating back to approximately 8,000 B.C. 
have been found in the Soester dunes and a number of burial mounds from sometime around 2,000 B.C. remain, such 
as the Enghenbergje, located on the Eng in the middle of the farmlands, and several in the Korte Duinen/ 
Monnikenbos area between Soest-Zuid and Amersfoort. 

Together, this clearly illustrates just how old Soest is; in fact, it was one of the oldest 
settlements in the Sticht. 

The earliest description of Soest dates back to 1029 and it is considered the year in 
which the municipality of Soest was founded. From that year onwards most events were 
documented. In 1929 the village held a huge celebration in honour of its 900th birthday, 
and again in 1979 to mark the 950th birthday. 

In ancient times, Soest was also written as: Soyse, Zoys, Suys and Sose. 'Soest' likely 
means 'fountainhead where high and low lands meet, specifically the Utrechtse Heu- 
velrug and Eem Valley. Another possible explanation is that it indicates a settlement on 
the south-east or Soest of the Utrechtse Heuvelrug. 

The tranquil Eng was often the site of conflict. The first armed clash took place in 1278, 
which did not have any significance in the history of the Netherlands; however, it was 
important in the centuries-long feud between Utrecht and Holland. The battle of 1278 
involved the Amstelaren and Woerdenaars on the one side and the Stichtse forces on the 
ter tasted defeat. 

The main sources of income during the Middle Ages included farming on the slopes of the Eng, peat extraction in 
Soesterveen, sheep farming on the vast heathland, beekeeping and to a lesser degree cattle farming. Trades and cot¬ 
tage industries sprung up, too. 

Soest developed into a typical unidirectional street village, with the arable land on the Eng and the farms along the 
foot winding around it. At the one end of the round village was the Kort-End (which today is where Ferdinand 
Huycklaan runs) and the other was the Lang-End (where Burg. Grothestraat runs now). The two ends were connected 
by the (old) Kerkpad, with the Kerkebuurt dominated by the Oude Kerk at the heart of the village. 




There were a number of other hamlets in the area, too: het Hart, de Bunt (Soest-Zuid), 
Achter den Eng (in the vicinity of Nieuweweg), het Veen, de Birkt and den Berg or 
Soesterberg. 

The establishment of two cloisters also played a significant role for the community of 
Soest: 'Marienburg' on Eemstraat, which is now the site of the farm 'Het Klooster' and 
'Marienhof on Birkstraat. 

A milestone in the history of the municipality was reached on 26 September 1472 when 
Bishop David of Burgundy was appointed sheriff. In the years that followed, Soest was 
plundered and burned to the ground many times and yet always managed to recover. By the 
end of the 18th century, Soest was still a small agricultural village with less than 1,200 in¬ 
habitants. This all changed in early 1800 when new forms of government were introduced. 


The Naarden-Amersfoort main road was built between 1815 and 1817. 

Mill “De Windhond” j n 1333 Schout Gerrit Steijn van Hensbroek became the first mayor of Soest. In 1869, six¬ 
teen street lamps were installed; on 1 July 1895 the Soester Paardetram or horse-drawn streetcar went into operation; 
on 27 June 1898 the Utrecht-Baarn railway line was opened. Still, none of this really had any noticeable effect on the 
tranquil country living in Soest. 
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SOESTDIJK PALACE. The palace was built in the 17th century on the place of an old farmhouse as a hunting lodge for 
king William III. In the 19th century the white wings with their pavilions were added. 

After 1920 Soest began to grow and by 1930 the population had already reached 15,000 residents. This prompted the 
municipality to create an expansion plan in the 1920s. By 1945 the municipality had become a village of 22,000; by 
1960 the population had increased to 28,500; in 1970 there were 37,500 people; on 1 January 1975 the number was 
38,764; and as of 1 January 1999 Soest had a population of 44,106. 

SOEST AT 975 YEARS 

In 2004 it was 975 years ago that Bishop Ansfridus donated 14 farmsteads to the Benedictine cloister in Amersfoort. 
These were located between the villas of Heze and Zoys, which would later be called Soest. 

This act signalled the birth of Soest. 

SOEST TODAY 

Soest is situated amidst farmlands, meadows, woods, dunes and a total of 17 hectares of what was once a single vast 
heath but is now divided amongst nine different locations. Industry, service professions and agricultural are the main 
sources of income. 

Taking an aerial view of the municipality, which covers 46 square kilometres, two different major developed areas 
stand out clearly. Both are surrounded by woods, farmlands or meadows. Soest is the larger of the two, and compris¬ 
es Soestdijk, the original village of Soest and Soest-Zuid. 

These three developments appear to be connected by the Utrecht-Baarn railway line and each has its own station. As 
a result of new construction, these developments have gradually extended towards the outlying district of Hees, 
which is situated along the border of the Soesterveen nature sanctuary and the Pijnenburg woods. 

The other, smaller development is Soesterberg, which is located on the other side of the Soester 'mountain' and the 
Soesterberg airfield. The modest district of Soestduinen lies between the two, surrounded entirely by woods. 

Soest-Zuid is home to the Soester woods and dunes, a reserve of about 500 hectares that stretches from the woods of 
Birkhoven (Amersfoort) to Pijnenburg. The sand flats in the Soester natural dunes create an inviting, slightly hilly 
area that is a very popular day trip destination. 

The woods of Pijnenburg are likewise a magnet for visitors seeking peace and quiet in the great outdoors. Nearby 
Soesterveen has two small nature preserves which are a very important area to study for botanists. 

Soest is twinned with the city of Soest in Westfalen, Germany. A sports exchange is held there yearly.

afgerond in 2004. 

Na mijn studie heb ik samen met een klasgenoot 
een jaar in Australia, New Zeeland en Azie 
doorgebracht. Daarna was het wel tijd om de 
werkvloer te betreden. Bij Croon Elektrotechniek 
ben ik begonnen als werkvoorbereider bij het 
nieuwbouw project van het Martini Ziekenhuis in 
Groningen, al gauw doorgestroomd naar het project 
management team om van mijn praktische en 
theoretische kennis gebruik te kunnen maken. 
Verder ben ik op meerdere industrieprojecten in en 
buiten Nederland als Inbedrijfsteller aan het werk 
geweest. 

Begin 2010 ben ik weer op reis gegaan en via 
Australia, wat omzwervingen in Azie, uiteindelijk 
in China terecht gekomen.

We hebben 
geweldige ervaring hier mogen opdoen, maar 
vanwege gebrek aan onderdak konden we helaas 
niet langer blijven. 

Na een paar maanden hebben we onze Getz weer 
volgepakt en onze neus richting Perth laten wijzen 
waarop we weer op pad gingen. En zo zitten wij 
sinds april dit jaar in Perth. We wonen net om de 
hoek van Neerlandia in Wembley en hebben het 
ontzettend naar onze zin hier en zijn ook zeker niet 
van plan om snel weer te vertrekken. Steph heeft al 
vanaf het begin een baan als researcher bij de 
Aboriginal Land and Sea Council en ik ben helaas 
nog steeds op zoek naar een baan in engineering. 
Ondertussen houd ik me bezig met sport, 
voornamelijk fietsen en hardlopen, fotografie, 
computer programmeren, een poging tot tuinieren 
(kruidentuin) in ons kleine appartementje, het lezen 
van boeken, af en toe een film of serie kijken en 
sinds kort, het leren van Chinees.

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People part of Dutch history 


People part of Dutch History. 

Right through the colourful history of the Netherlands there 
have been people with deeds that enshrined them in the 
history books of our country. Often on the spur of the 
moment, they acted in such a way that appealed to the 
imagination of many at the time and turned them into folk- 
heroes in stories that were carried over from parents to their 
children. So here I will relate a few of those people that 
caught my eye, during the many years I read and researched 
history and enjoyed living mentally in those days, now long 
behind us. 

Let us start with Jan van Schaffelaar, who jumped from the 
church tower in Barneveld in full armour to his death in 
1482. He lived during the period of the ’Hoekse en 
Kabeljauwse Twisten’ (Hook and Cod disputes) between 
1350 and close to 1500. The two parties were each 
composed of a gaggle of nobles and cities in Holland, each 
of which endeavoured to preserve their status quo of 
privileges and powers during the period of rule by the 
Burgundian Dukes. 

David of Burgundy, Bishop of Utrecht from 1456-1496, a 
bastard son of Duke Philip the Good of Burgundy (1396- 
1467), was driven out of town by the "Hoekse" local 
government and he fled to a castle near Wijk-bij-Duurstede. 
After that, the Bishops’ Cods besieged Utrecht and tried to 
starve the population. Car-loads of food were being sent by 
the sympathetic Duke John II of Cleve, while the Bishop’s 
foot-soldiers and horsemen were camped near Arnhem and 
received orders to intercept the food convoy. 

The commander of the horsemen, the 'Gelderse Edelman’ 
Jan van Schaffelaar, got his orders and got on his way with 
nineteen horsemen. A host of hostile Hook soldiers waylaid 
him and his troop managed to seek refuge in the church- 
tower of Barneveld. The Hooks then wheeled a cannon in 
position and started to blast heavy stone cannonballs against 
the brickwork of the tower, demanding his men to throw 
their besieged leader from the tower. Four men were killed, 
after which Jan van Schaffelaar offered to jump down from 
the tower, exclaiming ’ Lieve gesellen, ick moet immer 
sterven en ick wil u geenen last brenghen’ (Beloved fellows, 



I shall have to die one time. I do not want to give you any 
trouble). And so he jumped down in his full knight’s armour, 
survived, but was brutally killed by those waiting for him 
below. 

Pieter Adriaansz.van der Werff is another hero, who 
emerged from the siege of Leiden as a hero. In the 1550’s 


Pieter became a follower of Calvin and like Prince Willem 
of Orange, the Counts Hoorn and van Egmond, also 
became an outcast in the eyes of King Philip II of Spain 
and being summoned to the ’Raad van Beroerten or 
Bloedraad (Council of Troubles or Blood Council). 

Prince Willem fled to the refuge of his ancestral home in 
Dillenburg. On the 24th of June 1568 Prince Willem asked 
Pieter to prepare Holland for the arrival of an army he was 
putting together. This campaign failed and afterwards 
Pieter was asked by Willem to collect money to finance a 
new campaign against the Spanish occupation. Going 
successfully around many cities in Holland, they only 
were willing to contribute under strict anonymity and no 
receipts for money donated, as they feared Spanish 
retribution when found out. The second campaign also 
failed. 

Just by accident the Watergeuzen (Sea-Beggars) besieged 
and took Brielle on the 1st of April 1572 by surprise. This 
incident became the starting point of a general uprising 
against the Spanish tyranny and one city after another 
declared themselves for Orange and freedom. Now it 
became necessary to organize resistance on a national 
basis and to achieve this, Pieter van der Werff was 
appointed by the Prince to organize a get-together of the 
Provinces. Pieter returned to the city of his birth Leiden 
and contacted each separate government of each Province 
to send delegates to form a joint national convention. And 
so on the 19th of July the first free ’Staten 
Vergadering' (State Convention) took place, thereby 
consolidating the rebellion. 

The following year, on the 17th of May 1573, Pieter was 
voted to be one of the four burgomasters of Leiden. This 
appointment proved to be fraud with danger, as he was 
shortly after chosen to arrest the Admiral of the 
Watergeuzen Lumey on 29 May 1573. The cruel leader of 
the Sea-Beggars had made many enemies after having 
ordered the murder of 19 Catholic monks from Gorinchem 
as well as the rector of the Agatha Cloister Cornelis 
Musius, a friend of Prince Willem. The wily burgomaster 
managed to arrest Lumey and had him incarcerated in 
castle Honingen near Rotterdam. The days were passing 
by when on the 31st of October 1573 the city of Leiden 
was besieged by the Spanish under command of Francisco 
de Valdes. All major roads were blocked with barricades 
(Schansen) in order to stop food entering the city. 

Suddenly Valdes broke up the siege in March 1574 to face 
the advancing forces of Lodewijk van Nassau, who had 
crossed the river Maas. But before he arrived, other 
Spanish forces had already defeated Lodewijk’s forces on 
the Mooker heide. Valdez then got orders again to return 
and besiege once more the city of Leiden. And so after an 
absence of two months, the Spanish were back again. This 
was quite unexpected and no measures had been taken by 
the city authorities to re-stock their warehouses with 
sufficient food for a second siege. Alerted, Prince Willem 
ordered to breach the river dykes and get a vast area 
around Leiden under water. This succeeded on the 21st of 
August, but strong winds blew from the wrong direction 
and water did not flood high enough for the Geuzen with 
their flat bottom ships to reach Leiden with food. Sheer

hunger and lack of medicines raised the ugly head of a 
pest-epidemic and thousands died. After the military 
governor Dirk van Bronkhorst died, Pieter Adriaansz van 
der Werff became the leader to defend the city against the 
besieging Spanish soldiers. 

On the 4th of September, de Valdes sent a letter to the city 
government offering surrender and a general pardon to 
Leiden's citizens. Jan van der Does, as military leader of 
the defenders and van der Werff as head of the hungry 
citizens were now facing each other, discussing how to get 
out of this situation as best as possible. Then when on the 
15th September the desperate citizens revolted and 
demanded bread or surrender, it was at this occasion that 
van der Werff faced this desperate crowd with the now 
famous words: 'Eten heb ik niet, maar ik weet dat ik eens 
moet sterven. Als gij dan door mijn dood geholpen zijt, 
slaat de hand aan dit lichaam, snijdt het in stukken en deel 
het uit zo ver als mogelijk is. Ik ben dan getroost'. 

Finally the autumn storms arrived, the water-levels around 
the city-walls were rising, the Spanish soldiers 
disappeared and so the Watergeuzen with their ships could 
bring food to the starving citizens of Leiden on the 3rd of 
October 1574. 

Kenau Simonsdochter Hasselaar, 1526-1588/89 is known 
for fighting on the walls of her native Haarlem during the 
Spanish siege from 11 December 1572 till 13 July 1573. 
Her father was the burgomaster of Haarlem when Kenau 
was born. In later years her brother-in-law was the 
personal physician of Prince Willem of Orange. Her 
cousin Pieter Hasselaar was a personal messenger for the 
Prince. During the siege, Kenau had organized a group of 
around three hundred women, to resist the attacking 
Spanish soldiers on Haarlem's walls by pouring boiling 
water, burning straw, molten tar and night soil onto the 
heads of the unfortunate attackers, when they climbed up 
the storm-ladders placed against the city walls. Leading 
her women defenders, Kenau also killed and maimed the 
attackers using a sable, halberd or rifle, whatever came to 
hand when the attackers had reached the top of their long 
ladder and raised their heads above the city wall. 

Flemish historian Emanuel van Meteren (1505-1612), also 
Consul in London for the Traders of the Low-Countries 
wrote of Kenau 'Die van binnen Haarlem hadden ooc een 
cloecke vrouwe en de eerbaer weduwe, omtrent 66 jaren 
out, Kennau genoemt, die d’ander vrouwen in alien noot 
aenvoerde en de met eenighe andere veel manlycke daden 
boven vrouwen aert bedreef op ten vijant, met spiesen, 
bussen ende sweert, als een man haer behelpende in 
vrouwelycke habijt'. 

It should be mentioned however that Kenau had a difficult 
character and was not very popular with her fellow 
citizens. Continually she was in and out of a court of law, 
litigating. Her name Kenau was used in the course of time 
for any female, who was rather bossy. For a long time 
after her death, she was believed to be a sorcerer, however 
she was an able business woman, who did run her own 
shipbuilding and shipping enterprises after her husband 
had died. The end of Kenau will remain a mystery. From a 
trip to Norway where she was to buy timber for 
shipbuilding, she never returned, killed by pirates so the 


skipper reported back in Holland. Her daughters started 
litigation against the ship's owners. 

At the same time a young man Jan Haring became well 
known in history by fighting off advancing Spaniards on his 
own on the narrow Diemerdyk not far from besieged 
Haarlem. When Jan could not stop the advancing enemy any 
longer, he dived under a rain of bullets into the surrounding 
water and made his way to Monnickendam. Later that year, 
in October 1573, a sea-battle developed on the Zuiderzee 
where the Spanish had assembled a strong fleet, which had 
moved from loyal Amsterdam in order to control all the 
harbours around the inland sea. The Spanish fleet was 
commanded by Admiral Maximillian Bossu on his flag-ship 
'The Inquisition'. The Dutch were under command of 
Cornelis Dircksz of Monnickendam. After five days of 
intermitted fighting, the final broadside cannonades near the 
harbour of Hoorn decided the outcome in favour of the 
Dutch, mainly because Jan Haring managed to board the 
Inquisition, cut down the Spanish flag and hoist the orange, 

white and blue flag, the so called 
'Prinsenvlag'. Captains on the 
other ships took this as a sign of 
defeat and tried to escape. 
However Jan Haring, when he 
climbed down the rigging, was 
killed by a sniper's bullet. Bossu 
was taken prisoner. 

We should not forget a heroine 
from the last war in Dutch 
history, Jannetje Johanna Schaft, 
or generally known as Hannie 
Schaft, 'Het Meisje met het roode 
Haren' or the girl with the red 
hair, who was born in Haarlem 16 
September 1920 and died in Bloemendaal executed by the 
German SS on 17 April 1945, a few weeks short of our 
liberation and total defeat of our German invaders. Hannie 
was a dedicated Communist and resistance fighter. She was 
member of the R.V.V. (Raad van Verzet) in Haarlem, never 
decorated by the Dutch but honoured with the Medal of 
Freedom by the Americans. She enrolled to study law in 
1938 at a university in Amsterdam, where after the invasion 
on 5 May 1940 she refused to sign a declaration of loyalty 
towards the Germans. That put an end to her studies and like 
so many others, she gravitated towards the resistance 
movement. Hannie trained to be an executer of those who 
collaborated with the enemy and those who betrayed their 
own people to the German security police. She had at least 
five executions to her name, completed with utter disregard 
of her own safety. Finally she was abandoned by 
headquarters of the R.V.V. for being an active member of 
the communist party. The end came for her when she was 
stopped at a roadblock on 21 March 1945 and found with a 
stash of illegal newspapers 'De Waarheid' and a pistol she 
carried. A tragic end to a real freedom fighter. 

Theun de Vries in his book 'Het Meisje met de rode Haren' 
immortalized her.
